Fortunately , rehabilitation Is pos­ 
sible for many cases 
h ut treat­ 
m ent is not easy and is time-con- 
suming. 
When we consider how intricate 
Is the process of talking, tt Is a 
wonder that any one is able to mus­ 
ter the technic. More coordination 
of nerv es and muscles Ls demanded 
perhaps than in any other v olun­ 
tary activ ity . 
If the function is 
imitadred, the fault may He in the 
hearing apparatus, the thought pro­ 
cesses, or the structures th at make 
sound possible. All such factors must 
be inv estigat'd in try ing to locale 
the cause. 
Minor dev iations which are hang­ 
ov ers from childhood usually dis­ 
appear or are rectified by the teach­ 
er after the tot goes to school. This 
means buby talk, certain inadeq ua­ 
cies of sound, and mild delay s in 
learning. 
But 
bey ond 
this stage, 
more ex pert cars is essential. Each 
candidate should hav e a thorough 
phy sical ex amination including the 
nerv ous sy stem, to eliminate the 
possibility of mental retardation and 
brain or nerv e injuries.

this time. The corporation had an 
amount of money av ailable, some 
75 million dollars (as measured by 
the cost of its wage-raise for a y ear). 
W hat disposition to make of this 
money was a decision on the highest 
lev el of economic statesmanship. For 
the Steel Corporation sets a p at­ 
tern for not only the steel industry 
but for the country ’s entire economic 
structure. The Corporation's decision 
was to raise wages, not reduce prices. 
Because of this decision, steel will 
cost more to make th an it other­ 
wise would. The cost of thousands 
of products into which steel enters 
is likely to be higher th an might 
otherwise be possible. Further, be­ 
cause the Steel Corporation is the 
bell-wether for the country 's whole 
industrial structure, it's wage-raise 
will lead to wage raises In other in­ 
dustries This is already under way . 
The whole price lev el of the country 
is likely to be higher than it o th er­ 
wise might be. The Steel Corpora­ 
tion’s action does more to keep prices 
up than President T rum an’s preach­ 
ment can do to bring them down. 


to grant some wage raise but not as 
much as the union demanded. There 
was a strike. Mr. T rum an stepped 
into the controv ersy . He personally 
decreed a wage-raise. Then, to pay 
the co6t of the wage-raise, the Ad- 
• ministration officially decreed

T hat increase in the price of steel, 
ramify ing and py ramiding upon 
thousands of other goods, is a m a­ 
terial part of the price-lev el of which 
Mr. Trum an now complains. The 
time when Mr. Trum an could hav e 
av erted a rising price-lev el was be­ 
fore it began, when in fact he had a 
hand in giv ing it the momentum 
which now disturbs him. 


There is an A B C of economic 
truth, upon which President T ru­ 
m an Is now acting, but as to which 
labor leaders continue to embrace 
fallacy , and are able to impress the 
fallacy on workers. This truth is, 
the eq uiv alence between a dollar 
used for price reduction and the 
same dollar used for wage increase; 
sometimes the superiority of 
the 
former use.

Background 


Thu« his Report on the y ear's 
legislativ e action is a state paper 
of the first order, a magnificent 
document in which the risk of cour­ 
age is accepted; in which a phi­ 
losophy of political action is stated 
in terms so clear that upon it. his 
ow’n party , and ev en his opponents, 
must stand or fall. I q uote him: 
“I believ e v ery deeply that the 
protection of hum an liberty under 
God by constitutional gov ernment 
under law as wre hav e dev eloped 
it in this country is the finest flower 
of the mind of man. 
“Our country is one of the few 
nations on earth where ev ery one 
of us Ls still free to choose his own 
mode of life, to think, to speak, to 
worship as he will. We still hav e 
the uniq ue priv ilege in this country 
of electing at regular interv als those 
who will represent us in gov ernment 
and we hav e the priceless priv ilege 
of knowing that if we don’t like 
them we can put them out of office 
on a giv en date in the comparativ ely 
near future . 


As for himself, he said’ 
“It's true th at dire 
threats of 
political reprisals hav e been made 
by reason of my sponsorship of this 
bill and for my signature which 
enacted it into law. I am not con­ 
cerned with them. No man should

Would a Whistler allow a n­

Such a thing happened with Al­ 
phonse Legros. the French arrist. 
He had finished a beautiful paint­ 
ing. but when Sey mour Haden a n­ 
other artist, and W histler’s brother- 
in-lnw, by the way , saw it during 
the absence of I / ,grns. he carefully 
changed a certain perspectiv e- but 
when the real artist returned, and 
note it. he immediately changed it 
back to what it was originally ! 
Said William James- “Hands off* 
neither the whole truth 
nor the 
whole ot good is rev ealed to any 
single observ er, although each ob­ 
serv er gains a partial superiority of 
insight from the peculiar position 
in which he stands ” 
There is a univ ersal something, 
either of beauty , good nr.* 
or genius. 
Ilmt stands out in a work of art, 
a poem, or a great piece oi litera­ 
ture. 
T h a t’s what makes it liv e. 
Its inv isible background is left to 
the Imagination and intelligence of 
the observ er 
Nothing Ls so important for In­ 
div idual judgment as to learn of 
the background of a person, a coun­ 
try , or of some noted achiev ement. 
That is what furnishes the key to 
any final Judgment 
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Can Industry Afford Not 
To Reduce Prices Now? 
Chances of the country escaping a wave of strikes 
in major industries have improved greatly during the 
past several days. 
Electrical Workers Unions, as a 
result of their agreement with General Motors and 
W» . tinghmi.se. must be credited with bringing about 
the turn of events. 
The contract settlement in those 
instances 
et the 1947 wage-ri.se pattern at about 15 
eerts an hour 
The Steelworkers have settled with 
U S Steel on much the same basis. 
The Auto Work­ 
ers probably will agree to something like that. 
Of course, there is always John L. Lewis. 
Nobody 
knows what he may try to do when the coal mines 
are returned to the operators by the Government 
July I 
But It is experted Congress will have, by that 
ti mr pas rd and sent to the While House I a I mr legis­ 
lation President Truman will sign, giving adequate 
authority to deal with Mr. Lewis. 
Despite the agreements on wages whieh have been 
reached the uncertainty as to price cuts on manu­ 
factured goods remains. 
As In the rase of steel. It 
is most unlikely that there can he any reduction 
b e ra k e of the wage increase. 
On the other hand, 
Steel has said It will absorb the pay boosts without 
Jumping the price of steel 
The wage rises will lower 
the present high level of profits in some Industries, 
but it is believed there still will be a margin for price 
reductions in some businesses. 
This can become a reality if major strikes are 
arrided— and now that a steel agreement insures a 
Heady supply of steel 
a lot of industries can main­ 
tain high-volume production as a firm basis for rea­ 
sonable profits. 
Farm and food prices have, It is true, risen much 
further than manufacturing prices, and have much 
more to do with the cost of living, which hit a new 
high March 15. 
But its also true that, contrary to 
the usual trend at this time of year, food prices drop­ 
ped slightly between mid-March and mid-April. Their 
tendency to fall would be encouraged by industrial 
price reductions. 
There are some industries, and concerns within 
Industries, that are honestly unable to cut prices. 
The large profits are not evenly distributed. 
But 
everybody who can possibly let any inflationary gas 
out of the price balloon should do so, before it bursts 
in the stratosphere and dumps cargo and passengers 
with a dull, sickening thud. 
Every company should 
be its own judge of whether it can afford to lower 
prices, and if so, how much. 
However, the almost, unanimous economic warn­ 
ings that the country is in peril of a painful recession 
suggest that the real question facing a great many 
companies is whether they can afford not to lower 
prices now. 


Practitioners of the new diplomacy who deny it 
is •‘dollar diplomacy” are stumped when asked to 
explain why it requires so many dollars.

The Soviets should be convinred by now that we 
• ren t going to pay $10 000.000.000 or any lesser sum 
for their consent to a unified control plan for Ger­ 
many. 
If there are to be any more meetings of the 
Big Four, it should be left to Russia to initiate them. 
And our participation should be predicated upon 
definite assurances th at Premier Stalin Is ready to 
talk business with us. 
Secretary Marshall has acquitted himself well on 
bls mission to Moscow 
He has made it clear to the 
Soviets that we aren’t having any more Yaltas or 
Potsdam*, much less another Munich, and the Kremlin 
m a y require some time to ponder, and to adapt it* 
policies to. that hard fact. 
Meanwhile, we hope that 
Secretary Marshall, on his return, will sit down at his 
de^k and conduct the future operations from his office 
In the State Department 
Having got the feel of 
things now. he should be able to entrust negotiations 
abroad to his deputies. 
And pressing business de­ 
m a n d s his presence in this country. 
One thing is certain, our occupation policies In 
Germany, Austria. Japan and Korea, and our relief 
activ ities in Europe and Asia. should be brought into 
harmony with the “stop-Communist-aggression” pro­ 
gram in Greece and Turkey. 
Latin-American rela­ 
tions require attention. 
The State Department itself 
needs to be purged of disloyal and discordant elements. 
We haven’t had a full-time Secretary of State in 
Washington since the end of the war, and a firm hand 
will be needed at the helm for a long period. 
Our Presidents and Secretaries of State now have 
gone to Tehran, Yalta, Potsdam. Moscow, London and 
Paris. 
Some return visits are in order.

SPEECH DIFFICULTIES IN 
CHILDREN 
A 


T the W hite House Confer­ 
ence on Child Health and Pro­ 
tection in 1931, it was esti­ 
mated 
that, over a 
million 
youngsters between the ages of b 
and 18 had severe speech defects in 
need of correction. Since then the 
num ber has unquestionably increas­ 
ed and. in 1941, it was reported th at 
& per cent of the school tabulation 
of New York City was afflicted. 
O ther surveys have shown th at 6.9 
per cent of the boy* and girla in 48 
large cities of the United States are 
victims. 
But these figures are probably 
only a drop in the bucket since nei­ 
ther minor difficulties in children 
nor all types in adults are included. 
Any lad with trouble along this line, 
therefore, is obviously not alone. 
Fortunately, rehabilitation is pos­ 
sible for many cases 
Hut treat­ 
m ent la not easy aud is tune-con­ 
suming, 
When we consider how intricate 
Is the profess of talking, it Is a 
wonder th at any one is able to m as­ 
ter the technic. More coordination 
of nerves and muscles is demanded 
perhaps than In any oilier volun­ 
tary activity. 
If the function Is 
Impaired, the fault may lie in the 
hearing apparatus, the thought pro­ 
cesses, or the structures th at make 
sound possible. All such factors must 
be investigated in trying to locate 
the cause. 
Minor deviations which are hang­ 
overs from childhood usually dis­ 
appear or are rectified by the teach­ 
er after the tot goes to school. This 
meana baby talk, certain Inadequa­ 
cies of sound, and mild delays In 
learning. But beyond this stage, 
more expert cars is essential. Each 
candidate should have a thorough 
physical examination including the 
nervous system, to eliminate the 
possibility of mental retardation and 
brain or nerve Injuries. The nose 
throat, mouth, larynx, and ears 
m ust be checked to rule out polyps, 
cleft palate, laryngeal abnormalities, 
and malform ation of the jaws and 
teeth. If a remedial disorder is de­ 
tected, the outlook is good. 


But In the m ajority, no cause 
can be found. The afflicted young­ 
ster is unable to articulate correctly 
because the structures God gave 
him are used improperly. Jenkins 
utilise the tongue as an example 
and states th at even though the or­ 
gan can be wiggled about with ease 
and employed in chewing. It is still 
not capable of differentiating be­ 
tween the pressure required to pro­ 
duce the letters T and D or L and 
R. 
To relieve the situation, restrain­ 
ing is demanded which is begun by 
studying the emotional and person­ 
ality m ake-up to discover w hether 
conflicts or unusual tensions exist. 
Assistance along this line will in­ 
duce relaxation. Then the muscle! 
of the lips. cheeks, tongue, and soft 
palate are disciplined to perform 
the fine functions which are called 
for in enunciation. The precise 
movements desired to make each 
sound are mastered so th at the de­ 
sired tone and activity are obtained. 
Then words are added and ultimately 
sentences. 
Some of the defects helped in tills 
m anner are stammering, stuttering, 
lisping, nasal tones, and slow or 
hurried speech. Many victims need 
psychiatric treatm ent in conjunc­ 
tion with mechanical training. En­ 
couragement should be given to 
overcome the inhibitions and em - 
harassments which have developed 
as a result of pity or being laughed 
st while the impediment existed.

President Trum an aimed

tional organizations who called to 
protest tragic delays in building 
homes. 
Trum an’s remarks were Inspired 
by criticism from I>avici L. Krooth, 
eo-chairm an of the Housing Legis­ 
lation Inform ation Service. Wesley 
Pearce of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, 
and 
Lee 
Johnson of 
the 
National Public 
Housing Confer­ 
ence who minced no words In tell­ 
ing the President th at the nation s 
housing program had failed and 
why. 
They pointed first to the “tre­ 
mendous falling off” in home con­ 
struction in the first three m onths 
of this year. Only 4.S OOO “starts” 
were made in home building in the 
first quarter of 
1947. they said, 
compared with approximately 60.000 
in the first quarter of 1946. 
“In otlier words, last year, when 
we had government controls, we 
were getting more home construc­ 
tion than we are now. though the 
construction industry and its friends 
in Congress told us that building 
would increase when the controls 
were lifted,” said Krooth. 
The President said he was fully 
aware of this. Grimly, he admitted 
th at the “housing situation” was not 
improving 
if anything, was getting 
worse. 
“We need a lot more rental con­ 
struction than we are getting.” ob­ 
served the President. “It is way 
down. 
Builders are putting their 
houses up for sale at high prices 
th at the public cannot afford to 
pay ” 
Trum an added that the end of 
price controls, plus delay in pass­ 
ing urgently needed housing bills, 
such as the Taft long-range public 
housing bill. were chiefly account­ 
able for Mn* housing shortage. He 
said that he had made “five ap­

passage of the Taft bill, but Con­ 
gress has stalled for over three 
months.

Truman said that the stalling was 
particularly evident in the House 
of Representatives, where the Bank­ 
ing and Currency Committee, led by 
Rep.

“I have dote all I ran and 
will continue to do everything 
possible to relieve the housing 
shortage,” the President prom­ 
ised, “but Ifs a tough battle 
against the real estate lobby.” 


One of his visitors remarked that 
the real estate lobby had $10,000,000 
to spend to bin k the Taft bill. 
“The lobby Is always in a posi­

legislation,** said 
the President, “by .spending a great 
deal of money to get out misinfor­ 


mation that deceive* the public. 
It s up to you fellows to counteract 
this propaganda by seeing to it 
that the public is told the real 
facts.” 
Veterans of Foreign W ars spokes­ 
m an Pearce asked Trum an if the 
Government was "doing anything 
further” about Industrialized (pre­ 
fabricated) housing. 
“T hat is the quickest way to re- 
lir\e the shortage In an emergency.

The President agreed th at indus­ 
trialized housing couldn’t be over­ 
looked and reported that a Colum­ 
bus.

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Holds Price Cut Would Have 


Given Worker Greater Benefit

On 
Monday 
President Trum an 
broadcast a nation-wide plea for 
lower prices. Almost simultaneously 
the United States Steel Corporation 
announced a wage-raise. Of the two 
events, the President's speech wm 
exhortation: the wage-raise was an 
actuality, with concrete offsets. 
The Steel Corporation Implied, 
just Iv. that because it was raising 
wages It could not reduce prices at 
this time. The corporation had an 
amount of money available, some 
75 million dollars (as measured by 
the cost of its wage-raise for a year). 
W hat disposition to make of this 
money was a decision on the highest 
level of economic statesm anship. For 
the Steel Corporation sets a pat­ 
tern for not only the steel industry 
but for the country’s entire economic 
structure. The Corporation a decision 
was to raise wages, not reduce prices. 
Because of this decision, steel will 
cost more to make than it other­ 
wise would The cost of thousands 
of products into which steel enters 
is likely to be higher than might 
otherwise be possible. Further, be- 
caii.se tIi#* Steel Corporation is the 
bell-wether for the country’s whole 
industrial structure, it s wage-raise 
will lead to wage raises in otlier in­ 
dustries. This Is already under way. 
The whole price level of the country 
is likely to be higher than it other­ 
wise might be. Tile Steel Corpora­ 
tion’s action does more to keep prices 
up than President T rum an’s preach­ 
m ent can do to bring them down. 


May Hesitate ta Reproach Steel 


Mr. Trum an may be reluctant to 
reproach the Steel Corporation for 
going counter to his plea. The bene­ 
ficiary of tile wage-raise is a labor- 
union, the largest in the country, a 
main part of CIO. And lf Mr. T ru­ 
man should offer reproach, the Steel 
Corporation ran say that the wage- 
raise it granted was a deference to

The state replied "under provisions 
ci the law it was entirely competent 
for the magistrate to revoke the 
suspension (of his sentence! and re­ 
quire 
the 
execution 
of

Furthermore, the appelant does not 
deny that he violated the terms of 
bis probation.
